Wasuinctox, April 1.—In the house, on 
motion of Mr. Crapo, of Massachusetts, the 
senate bill was passed to facilitate the pay- 
ment of dividends to the creditors of the 
Freedman’s savings and trust company. 

AN APPROPRIATION FOR THE MONUMENT. 

Mr. Hiscock, of New York, chairman of 
the committee on appropriations, reported a 
bill making an appropriation of $170,000 to 
supply the deficiencies in dies, papers and 
stamps in the internal revenue bureau for the 
current year; and an appropriation of $150,000 
tocontinue the werk on the Washington 
monument for the next mscal year.

THE STAR ROUTE CASES, 
The hearing in the star route cases, on mo- 
tion to quash the indictment against Brady, 
Dorsey and others, was concjuded to-day, 
Messrs. Kerr, Merrick and Bliss, for the goy- 
ernment, argued against the claim that the 
indictment is defective. Mr. Shellabarger 
concluded for the defense. Judge Wylie said 
he would consider the argument and decide 
the question hereafter, giving counsel on 
both sides twoor three days notice of the 

time when he would render the decision. 

RELIEF FOR THE SUFFERERS, : 

The secretary of war to-day telegrapl&” 
the commissiontrs for the state of Louisiana 
at New Orleans as follows: ‘Your telegram 
received; the 150,000 rations mentioned by 
you have been ordered to be delivered to-day 
(April ist). Ihave glso given directions to 
purchase and deliver to you _ 100,000 
more to-day, making 250,000 to-day. When 
and in what installments will you wish future 
purchases and deliveries?’ The secretary of 
war is in receipt of five hundred dollars from 
the relicf committee at Yanktown, Dakota, 
to be used for the henefit of the sufferers 
from the Mississippi overflow, with the re 
quest that it be placed at the disposal 
of the Red Cross organization. This 
contribution is the balance on hand from 
funds contributed about a year ago for the 
benefit of the sufferers by the Missouri over- 


flow. 
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FINANCIER GRANT. 


The, Ex-President Suggesting a Two Per Cent Cer- 
tifieate Scheme. 
Special to the Chicago Herald. 

WasHINGTON, March 30.—During the recent 
visit of General Grant here, he submitted to 
Secretary Folgera financial proposition which 
he said had been suggested to him by a New 
York banker, and which he thought was 
not only feasible but desirable. He desired 
that the secretary of the treasury should con- 
sider it, and if favorably inclined submit the 
proposition to congress; or, at least, to the 
legislators who are supposed to know all 
about financierine. 

As the result of General Grant’s interview, 
Secretary Folger, some days ago sent a letter to 
Senator Morrill, chairman of the sen- 
ate finance committee, embodying the 
scheme proposed by the ex-president, and 
which, in substance, is to provide for the is- 
suing ofa 2 per cent. certificate to be ex- 
changeable at any time for 2 per cent. bond 
and to be available for bank reserves instead 
of legal tenders. There were other features 
t» the proposed legislation, but the main fea- 
tures were as heretofore given. Senator Mor- 
rill does not regard this financial measure 
with favor,and he will communicated to Secre- 
tary Folger his opinion that itought not to be 
entertaned. Notall the members of the finance 
committee know about the proposition, but 
such of them as do are outspoken in their op- 
position to its adoption. wy,

All were advertised in the 
newspapers, placarded on the bill boards. 
Each had a fair start, and the Brooklyn far- 


san drew a larger crowd than the fascinating 


tragedienne, or the burntcork “artists (?),”’ or 
the weary looking dancing girls who whirl 


' their brief gauze dresses high enough through 


Beecher’s 
theater was the big Congregational clurch. 
Aslentered the ticket seller was havinga 
quarrel with a man who wanted his money 
back vecause he couldn't get a seat—using 
every pause in this lively dialogue to sing out 
“standing room only!” 

Sixteen hundred people, more than half of 
whom were women, sat patiently awaiting 
the coming of the-tardy lecturer. He came 


at last witha bilious looking gentleman by 


his side to do the unnecessary introduction. 
His first sentence, uttered in a low conver- 
sational tone and heard by everybody, an- 
nounced his subject: ‘‘The moral uses of 
beauty and luxury.’’ Of Beecher it is said 
that he never makes the same lecture twice. 
He handles every subject with apparent care- 
lessness He seems to say things that occur 
to him as he goes along and digresses almost 
every five minutes from the line of his dis- 
course. An analysis of one of his 
lectures wouldn’t be worth much. 
Some of his best things are good only 


as they fal} from his rich utterance and 


catch the gl6w of his warm presence. I am 
not going to worry myself or weary whoever 
may read ‘these words with an attempt to 
sketch his lecture, but there were in it some 
points that may elicit surprise, although 
Beecher has long been famous for saying 
what he pleases. 
THE LECTURE OUTLINED. 

He combats the idea that leanness and pie- 
ty necessarily go together. Money is made to 
spend. It is like so good for 
anything until it goes off. The old Puritans, 
venerate them as we may, would not have 
been pleasant companions. Then he made a 
long defence of the Puritan character, to 
show that it was driven to the extreme of 
asceticism by the*extreme of corrupt luxu- 
ry before the reformation. 

Christ spoke severely of rich men because 
of the sevetge methods of obtaining wealth 
in His day. Whe New Testament never ap- 
proaches so near to grim humor as the para- 
ble where Christ said it would be harder for 
a camel to go through the eye of a needle 
than for the rich man to enter the kingdom 
of heaven. Then the apostles, the poor pen- 
niless vagabonds looked each other in the 
face and asked ina tone of alarm ‘*Who,then, 
Lord, can be _ saved.’’ They were not in 
much danger. [This brought a burst of 
laughter from all over the house.}] Most peo 
ple think too much of the animal in them 
and pray withgreat unction the Lord’s prayer. 
I never prayed that prayer and never 
will, ‘‘Give us this day our daily bread.’’ 
Why you’ve got a month’s provision in the 
pantry. [(Laughter.] That, prayer was ut- 
tered when all the common crowd of the 
people could hope for was bread and the 
children in many a household went to sleep 
hungry. 

THE MAGNA CHARTER. 

He lauds the New Testamen as the magna 
charter of man’s individual rightsand the 
first revelation of a life to come where he may 
expand beyond all possibility in this world. 
The Old Testament isa philosophy for the 
present life alone. It tells nothing of 1m- 
mortality. Itonly givesdim hints of it as 
poetic minds peered into the dark. ‘‘Children, 
obey vour pareuts that your days may be 
long,’’ says the Old Testament. ‘‘Children, 
obey your parents because it is right,’ says 
the New. He compared the growth of men 
in taste tothe increasing speed of trotting 
horses, minutely detailing how the record 
gradually came down from ‘2:40. on 
a plank rvad” to the marvel of 
2:1034. Gracious knows whgt they will 
do next summer. [Lauthter. ] If you 
think it strange that a preacher should know 
so much about race horses, I will remi:.d you 
that the horse is the only brute animal that 
has adistinct promise of immortality. The 
book of Revelations is full of horses. [Great 
laughter.}] He said he had no objection to 
sending to Paris for our fashions.

Train Robbers—‘’It’s Death to Any Man who © 
Gives this Thing away”— Gow Land came 
to Be ‘Taken In”—Lively Times. 


Kansas Crty, Mo., March 21.—The confes- 
sion of John Land, the train robber, was 
given to the press to-day. Itis the same as 
anticipated in a previous dispatch, and incul- 
pates the James boys, Miller, Little, Bugler, 
Cummings, Matt Armstrong and Creed Chap- 
man. There is some dispute between the 
county officials and Police Commissioner 
Craigs, in this city, the latter desiring to honor 
thie parole given to Little, while the former 
declares that, inasmuch as he has contradicted 
some of hisstatements and may be playing 
faise with the authorities, he should be ar- 
rested. Land’s confession is as follows: 

GETTING MONEY EASY. 

At 3 o’clock a.m., two men came to me, 
They were John Bugler and Creed Chapman, 
and they said: ‘John, what do you want to 
work so hard for? We don’t work but get lots 
of money.’ Bugler said: ‘‘How would you 
like to go and help usroba train?’ I said: 
‘‘T am making $40 a month and don't believe 
I will make more money robbing trains -than 
digging wells.”” Buglersaid: “if you will go, 
we willinsure you more money.’ I said: 
“Boys, whose going in with vou?” Bugler 
said: ‘Jesse James, Frank James, Dick Little, 
James Cummings, Charlie Deerduff, Arm- 
strong, Creed and myself.”’ I said: ‘‘All right; 
I will goin with you.’ I quit work at once, 
and all three of us started up the railroad to- 
ward Glendale. After watking a short dis- 
tance they left me and ‘struck off across the 
country, while I wenton toGlendale. I think 
it was about 9 o’clock when I reached the 
platform of the station. I went inside and 
John Matts was there. 

THE MEETING WITH JESSE JAMES. 

We had a short conversation about a drill, 
which he wanted to use, and then he stepped 
out of the depot on the platform, and I saw 
a man riding down the road toward the de- 
pet, on a large bay horse. He hitched his 
horse, came up to us, shook hands with 
Matts, and turning to me, safd, ‘‘Mr. Land, 
I will introduce you to Jesse James.’’ Shak- 
ing hands, he and Matts walked away to the 
other end of the platform and held a short 
conversation. Jessie then came up to me and 
said: ‘‘Mr. Land, I understand you are going 
in with us to rob the train to-night.’ I said: 
‘Yes, sir.”’ Jesse said, ‘Have you an arms?’ 
I answered, “Yes a breech-loadinmg 
rifle.”’ He said, ‘Be sure and 
bring it with you. Meet us at the cut back of 
Jack Cole’s farm as soon after 8 o’clock as 
convenient. Come alone. When you get 
within 200 or 300 yards of the spot, signal us 
by. whistling twice, the answer will be once.”’ 
I then turned and went back home. My 
folks, except my brother, who was not at 
home at the time, retired soon after sundown. 
We had no time-piece. I think my brother 
got home about 7 o’clock. I then went to 
bed with him, he on the back and I on the 
front side. As nearas I can judge, it wasa 
little after 8, when I got up, took down 
my rifle, and slipping out in my sock feet 
got away without rousing any of the family. 

THE ROBBERY EFFECTED, 

Upon arriving at the cut | gave the signal 
agreed upon. It was answered, and I stepped 
forward and was met by Jesse James. @All 
the old gang were there, six of them, and 
Armstrong and Deerduff, whom I knew be- 
fore, and who had joined the regulargang a 
short time before, but I was the only one of 
the neighborhood boys who had got there. 

Yhortly after Creed Chapman and John Bug? 
Following 
them came John Matts alone. Pretty soon 
the train was heard coming, and Jesse said: 
‘‘Boys, we who are older hands at the busi- 
ness will stop the train, go through the cars 
and get what there is there; you fellows run 
along the outside and fire fifteen or twenty 
apiece to scare the passengers,’’ Jesse stood 
up on a pile of rocks on 
the track and swung a lantern and 
the train came to a stop within a few 
feet of the obstruction. Chapman, Jonn 
Bugler and myself stood on the south side of 
the track, while John Matts and two others 
were on the other side. The first thing they 
did was to break into the express car. Weall 
had on white masks, and as I began at once 
to fire and the excitement was raised, I did 
not notice who it was that went into the cars. 
Before we had been long at work, I saw a man 
come from the train with a lantern and start 
torun east. John Bugler called out: ‘‘Look 
there! what does that mean?’ Creed Chap- 
man at once fired at him, followed by Bugler, 
and I took the tltrd shot. Just then some 
one called out from the train: ‘‘Don’t shoot 
him, he is going to flag the freight.’ After 
the men in the cars got through, they came to 
the head of the engine and were joined by 
those on the north side, and then all of them 
came over and joined us on the south side 

THE DECEPEIVE DIVISION. 

We all started off together, went through 
the wire fence and went due south for some 
distance, when we were halted by Jesse 
James, who said, ‘*Boys, it’sdeath to any man 
who gives this away. Go to your homes, as 
though nothing had happened, and meet me 
on the east fork of the Blue next Wednesday 
night (one week from that night), and we will 
divide equal.’’ We then separated, and | 
went home and to bed, without. disturbing 
the family. I went to work next day, taking 
my gun with me, and that is what gave me 
away, for some one saw me and told the offi- 
cers of it, and when they came to where I was 
at work they found it and took me in and put 
me in jail here (Independence.) We had all 
agreed not to give the thing away, but the 
thing got too hot forme, and so I now tell 
the whole story just asit was.

The Fleods Along the Teche Kiver A‘ecribed te the 
impediment ef a Kailread Embankment. 


New Og.eans, April l.--A special to the 
Times-Democrat from Morgan City, da‘ 1 
yesterday, says: From this city to Chucahouia, 
nineteen miles in the direction of New Or- 
leans, the country is one vast stretch of water, 
varying in depth from three to six feet. The 
water throughout this section has risen five 
inches in the past twenty-four hours, At 
this hour, 10 p.m., it is rising at the rate of 
one inch every four hours. At Fayetteville, 
13 miles east of here, the water is eight inches 
below the flood of 1874, while here it is four 
inches above that mark. From Chucahoula 
to this place, there is no land visible save a 
small mound at Tigerville, and as you ap- 
proach Morgan City, there are some smai] 
sections of land barely showing above the 
surfagg of the water. Ir many places the 
water reaches half way to the ceiling of the 
houses, and the fentes are completely covered. 
Wherever possible the people are clinging to 
their homes, and living on improvised 
fioors. Nearly all took warning in time and 
drove their stock to the Terre Bonne ridge, or 
to this place, and from here large quantities 
have been shipped across the bay to the high- 
land on the west banks of the Teche Bayvuu.

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The ‘Marvellous Mineral Richness Near Carters- 
ville—The Model Narrow Guage Road of the 
United States—The Georgia Car Works 
~Colonel Jones's Carriage Factory. 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga., March 31, 1882.—Nearly 
all the little cities along the state road are 
rubbing their eyes as if just emerging from a 
long snoring expedition. I dropped in on Car- 
tersville to-day and find the place looking up 
and determined to brush aside all feelings of 
laziness and blaze away with real true courage 
at the task of making her domains bristle 
with those industries that are fast making 
Georgia a puzzle to her sister states. Carters-, 
ville is the largest iron ore depot in the south- 
ern states. Every day the cars move away 
from here with five hundred dollars’ worth of 
the precious stuff, or about $200,000 each year. 
Said a gentleman yesterday, well known to 
me and to Georgia, ‘‘Around this town are 
imbedded the largest manganese interests in 


America, Every foot of soil is rich in depos- 
its of iron ore, pig metal anc manganese, and ! 
I firmly believe these hills contain the largest 
deposits in the country.”’ 

SOME IMPORTANT RAILROAD PROJECT, 

The projected railroads that are now being 
so rapidly pushed from this point will make 
it, when the lines are completed, one of the 
most important mineral and lumber points, 
not only in Georgia, butin the south. The 
North Georgia and Ducktown railroad will be 
built on the narrow guage plan. The line 
runs from here to Cossawattee river, thence, 
via Ducktown, probably to Marysville, Tenn., 
making connection to Knoxville. It passes 
through a section as rich in minerals 
as the world affords, gold, silver, iron, copper, 
manganese and other ore being found along 
the route in quantities valuable enough to 
enrich a kingdom if developed. Some of 
the ores found along its line yield as high as 
80 per cent of pure metalic iron, the equal of 
Lake Superior or Juinata iron or Pennsylva- 
nia. The line is called a‘‘valley line,’ and 
passes through as fine an agricultural section 
as the state affords. The water powers along 
the route are unequalled, and are considered 
as good as any at Columbus, or other placgg. 
The road will be about 135 miles long, and 
passes through Bartow, Gordon, Gilmer, Pick- 
ens, Fannin and Murray counties,on into 
Tennessee. 

The Etowah and Blue Ridge railroad will 
run from here to Gainesville, a distance of 65 
miles. ‘This is also a narrow guage line of 
which General Longstreet is president. When 
finished, it will form one of the most valua- 
ble additions to Georgia’s system attempted 
in along while, getting into the gold fields 
around Dahlonega. As is well known, the 
(Cherokee road, also narrow guage, runs from 
here to Cedartown, and bears the name of the 

MODEL NARROW GAUGE ROAD OF AMERICA. 

It was built by Mr. A. G. Mesh, a gentle- 
man of capital and brains, who is now about 
to extend it into the coal fields of Alabama, 
when it will be over 100 mileslong. These 
‘three roads, separate corporations, under sep- 
arate management, constitute the finest narrow 
gauge system in the country, their prime ob- 
ject being to penetrate the great coal and 
mineral interests of northwest Georgia and 
nertheast Alabama. It is an immense system, 
and will develop the section into a country of 
unknown wealth) The Dodges of New York 
are Jargely interésted in the NorthjGeorgia and 
Ducktown road, which will guarantee sufli- 
cient capital with which. to complete the en- 
terprise. Cartersvilleisona high horse in point 
of expectancy, and is now about to promise 
a valuable lesson to the country. At another 
time I shall write from the mineral regions 
direct and give more in detail about the coun- 
try asit appears. Iam indebted to Colonel 
Robert A. Crawford for the above valuable 
facts. I found him in the president’s office, 
surrounded by maps, charts, estimates and 
correspondence enough to envelop him com- 
pletely. Colonel Crawford has probably done 
more towards developing the interests here- 
with alluded to than any man in Cartersville, 
and it is therefore no wonder that the people 
here hold him in kindliest attachment and 
honor. 

THE GEORGIA CAR WORKS. 

It will be remembered that the Cieorgia car 
works are at Cartersville. This enterprise, 
employing about 100 hands, and which added 
nearly 50U to the population of the city, has 
only been in operation about a year. Mr. 
John H. Flynn, of Atlanta, is president, Mr. 
C, E. Lucas, general superintendent and 
Major C. T. Watson, secretary and treasurer, 
Through the courtesy of Mr. A. C. Smith, 
one of the clerks, I was shown through the 
establishment, the size of which quite sur- 
prised me. The entire works cover some 
five orsix acres. The company started with 
about $30,000 capital, which has since been 
increased and which will be augmented 
still further at no distant date. 

“What class of cars do you make here?’ 
J asked Mr. Smith. 

“At present we only make the best class of 
freight, stock and coal cars, though we shall 
probably build passenger coaches when we 
get proper facilities.” 

‘‘How many cars do you turn out every 
week?” 

‘Just now we are getting out about twenty- 
five a week, but we are not working our full 
force.”’ 

‘‘For whom do you build these cars?’ 

“Weare now filling a contract of several 
hundred for the Louisville and Nashville and 
East Tennessee and Georgia roads. Wemake, 
it is acknowledged, the tinest car ever built. 
and are willing to back it against the world.”’ 

“Do you make your own wheeis?” 

‘No, they are bought from Noble, Brothers 
& Co., of Rome, who use the famous Wood- 
stock iron gotten out at Anniston, Ala.”’ 

‘‘What is acar worth when ready for the 
rails?”’ . 

“A freight car is worth $600, a coal car $460 
and a flat car about $400.”’ 

The company makes about 1,300 ears yearly, 
which gives them a business of about $65v,- 
OOO annually. Altogether the works are as 
complete as any in the state, and are yielding 
a handsome revenue to the projectors. They 
have the finest machinery ever brought to 
Georgia, and have adopted the idea that Ggor- 
gia reputation can only be sustained by d@ing 
nothing but the best quality of work. 

To give an idea of the extensive character 
of the enterprise I will state that there are 
already erected five large buildings of the fol- 
lowing dimensions: 

Erecting building, 40x210 feet; painting 
building, 40x240 feet; working building, 
40x180 feet; machine shops, 40x180 feet; 
blacksmith shops, 40x90 feet. Making in all 
36,000 square. feet of space covered by build- 
ings, besides the room occupied by yard, offices, 
dry kiln, etc. The dry kiln,by the way,is the 
first ever built in the south, and cost $3,000. 
It will hold 50,000 feet of lumber, and is heat- 
ed by steam supplied by an engine and boiler 
separate from the main car works. The kiln 
contains over one mile of iron pipes, which 
run their surpentine length underneath the 
trucks that contain the lumber. Altogether, 
the car works form one of the most important 
of Georgia industries, and the enterprise 
should redound to the glory of its intelligent 
projectors. 

A BIG CARRIAGE AND WAGON FACTORY. 

Another of the growing industries of Car- 
tersville is the carriage and wagon factory of 
Colonel R. H. Jones, whois so well known 
throughout north and middle Georgia. Col- 
onel Jones has lived in Cartersville since 1853, 
when he first commenced his present enter- 
rise. Hesucceeded admirably up to the out- 
beoak of the war, when, like many other gal- 
lant men of the south, he went through the 
battles of the period and e from that 
memorable struggle with fortune all gone and 
nothing but honesty and energy left with 
which to begin anew his shattered fortunes. 
It would be well to state, since 
some are under that impression,

his factory, w covers an entire square, 
and is stocked with the finest vehicles known 
to the trade, together with a supply of car- 
riage builders’ materials owned by any one 
concern in Georgia. 

“What amount of capital have you here, 
Colonel?” I asked when we were at last seat- 
ed in the office, after the tour of inspection 
was Over. 

‘Here and in Rome my interests are worth 
about $60,000, I have a branchjof my, business 
in Rome, which is almost as large as this.’’ 

‘What amount of business do you carry on 
here annually?’ 

‘“‘About $50,000, I think. Yes, fully that 
much.” 

‘How many vehicles do you turn out?” 

“Something like two hundred and fifty. 
My principal work is making buggies and car- 
riages, though I deal largely in farm and 
other kinds of wagons. I have recently fin- 
ished an order for fifteen two-horse drays for 
a firm in Rome, which brought $200 each.”’ 

“Do you sell your work out of this imme- 
diate section?’ 

“Oh, yes; it goes ail over north Georgia, 
Alabama and Tennessee. I have had . 

TWENTY-NINE YEARS’ EXPERIENCE 
in the business, and have steadily made a 
name for my work which has never failed to 
stand the test of the roughest usage. I puar- 
antee everything for five years or more, and 
give an everlasting guarantee to all reasena- 
ble demands.” 

‘‘How are prices on buggies now?” 

“Well, I have invariably stuck to the prin- 
ciple of demanding good prices for good 
work, and find it has not only paid the 
buyer, but has, also, been to my own advan- 
tage. Now, I can sell buggies from $140 up to 
$300, or higher, for that matter. It is the 
quality of the work that has given my facto- 
ry its wide-spread name.”’ 

‘“‘Do vou make fine carriages?” 

‘“‘Yes, there is one out there now, a six- 
seated, that is being built, which is worth 
$550, when finished. There’s another fine 
carriage just finished for Mr. Chamberlin, of 
Chattangoga. By the way, Mr. Chamberlin 
went allthe way to New York to buy a car- 
riage, but came back and said my work was 
cheaper and as fine as any he could get north. 
I have had others to do the same thing. Or- 
ders are constantly coming in from other cit- 
ies for my vehicles, which shows just how 
thoroughly advertized they really are.”’ 

‘‘Are your profits good ?”’ 

“That isn’t a fair question, but I'll answer 
it by saying that I now contemplate rebuild- 
ing these present buildings on a finer and 
larger scale, making them as nearly fireproof 
as possible. Yes, the business yields a very 
nice revenue, and I am satisfied with it.’ 

‘‘How many hands do you work””’ 

‘‘A bout forty here, and the sarce number in 
Rome. I seli more vehicles, probably, in 
Rome than I do bere. By the wag, I havea 
way of getting advantage of the railroads. 
They charged me such exorbitant rates that I 
built a 

HUGE ROAD CAR 
of my own, with which I| send all my fine 
carriages and buggies to Rome. The distance 
is only twenty-five miles, and I save about 
eighteen dollars each trip.’’ 

Colonel Jones made himself quite famous 
last year at the national cariiage makers’ cun- 
vention, which met in Cincinnati. The sub- 
ject of apprentices was betore the convention, 
and several speeches were made by the gar- 
riage men against apprenticing boys to léarn 
the business. Colonel Jones, who is a fine 
speaker, and a man of unusual ability, arose 
during the discussion ‘and delivered such a 
speech in favor of the poor apprentice boy 
that when he sat down men crowded around 
him and offered their congratulations by the 
score. I am told that it was, in all its paris, a 
memorable effort and received immense ap- 
plause. Colonel Jones is also a member of 
the State Carriage Builders’ association which 
meets in Macon this spring. He stands de- 
servedly high, and his business ranks with 
the best and most substantial of. the country. 

POINTS. 

Cartersville, socially, is a delightful little 
place, and I know of no town of its size with 
pleasanter or more cordial people. The pop- 
ulation now numbers about 3,000, and is 
gradually growing larger. Since the census 
of 1880, itis estimated that the population 
has increased fully 1624 per cent or about 500 
souls. Thisisa most rapid growth, but it 
goes to show what the city is doing. 

There is a regularly. uniformed police, a 
hovk and ladder company, and a public the- 
atre, the latterowned by the city. The thea- 
tre is one of the prettiest little halls in the 
country, and is fitted up with’ a fine set of 
scenery. The best companies give them a 
callin seasons. There is every evidence of a 
prosperous wide-awake town visible every- 
where. ‘The streets are kept in good condi- 
tion and itis estimated that there are fully 
seventy-five miles of stone curbing along the 
pavements, or nearly enough to reach from 
Cartersville to Chattanooga. ‘This is a work 
that has been goingon now since the war, 
and isa permanent and sensible outlay of 

ublic money. 

About 10,000 bales of cotton are received 
here every year, which largely increases the 
trade of the city. The cotton receipts are 
somewhat on the improve. A family from 
Illinois has recently moved to Cartersville. 

As has already been said, the mineral inter- 
ests of the surrounding country are what will 
give Cartersville her future commercial im- 
portance. Senator Joseph E. Brown owns 
large fields of iron ore on what is known as 
the Buford iron property. He is working 
out large quantities of ore, and has built a 
railroad three miles and a half long leading 
right up to the hills from whence it is dug. 
An iron mining company, from St. Louis, is 
working the Bartow furnace, about five miles 
from town. 

A magnificent water power, having a fall of 
eighty feet in half a mile, is to be found on 
the new road that leads to Tennessee. 

Another of the growing industries of Car- 
tersville is Ladd’s lime works, a short distance 
from town. He produces the best alabaster 
lime, and also makes aspecialty of an alkaline 
fertilizer. C. T. L.

which are likely to come up before the gen- 
eral conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
ehurch, south, which meets here on the 3d 
of May. One of these questions, and ene that 
js considered of great importance, is a pro- 
posed union between the two great branches 
of the Methodist church, which divided in 
the year 1844, the present Methodist Episcopal 
church seceding because of the continued 
agitation of theslavery question by the nortli- 
ern Methodists. This plan in question was 
suggested by the Rev. N. Scarrett, of St. 
Louis, and it is to allow the Methodist E pis- 
copal church and Methodist Episcopal church 
south form but one church in the United 
States, but let this union be effected @n the 
following plan: 

Let the whole territorial domain of the 
United States be laid off into three general 
conference jurisdictions—two east of the 
Mississippi river and one west of the same. 

The church existing in these several juris- 
dictions be designated, respectively, the 
Methodist Episcopal church north; the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church south; the Methodist 
Episcopal church west. 

Kach jurisdiction to have a general confer- 
ence of 1tsown. Each general conference to 
elect its own bishops and general conference 
officers; to make and amend its own disci- 
pline, and to’ manage the Work within its 
bounds in its own way—subject, however, to 
the provisions of this plan and to such re- 
strictive rules as may be agreed upon. 

Kach college of bishops to have exclusive 
jurisdiction within their own bounds; but 
all the bishops to have an equal and common 
jurisdiction in all tields outside the territorial 
domain of the United States; provided, how- 
ever, that when the bishops in one jurisdic- 
tion need the episcopal services of a bishop 
from another jurisdiction, and believe that 
his services will be acceptable to their people, 
they may invite him to perform the needed 
services; in which case the official acts of 
said bishops shall be as valid and binding as 
if done by one of their own college. 

Let there be a general council for the 
whole church. Said council to be com- 
posed— 

1. Of all the bishops of the church. 

2. Of the chief missionary, secretary and 
treasurer of each general conference. These to 
be ex-officio secretaries and treasurers of the 
general board of foreign missions. 

3. Ofone clerical and one lay representative 
for, say, every 500 traveling preachers, in fuli 
cennection in each ot the jurisdictions. A 
fraction of two-thirds of this ratio to be enti- 
tled toan additional clerical and lay repre- 
sentative. 

1. Said council to elect its officers except its 
ex-officio officers. 

2. Said council to constitute a general board 
of foreign mission for the whole church, and 
to have the exclusive management of said 
missions, subject, however, to the provisions 


if properly treated. Particularly in their 
legs the car horses suffer. In the winter, 
when the streets are full of slush, sores break 
out on the lower parts of horses’ legs, and 
these sores often disable good and otherwise 
healthy horses for weeks, sometimes for 
months, making them pitiable objects to look 
at and depriving their owners of their servi- 
ces. Zhe Third avenue company takes good 
care of its horses, and it pays. They are 
well fed, carefully groomed, and comfortably 
housed. When a _ horse gets sick he 
receives aS much attention as a patient in 
Bellevue hospital. The sick animals are yviven 
such horse luxuries as their stomachs can 
bear, and they are kept warm and comforta- 
ble. Itis the company’s practice to take the 
best care of asick horse and make him vyalua- 
ble again, instead of selling him for a song 
and replacing him with a new animal. This 
system is not only humane, but profitable, 
and in carrying it out Dr. Hough, the com- 
pany'’s yeterinary surgeon, has devised the 
equine Turkish, Russian, and electric. baths. 
They have been in operation less than three 
weeks, but in that time a large namber of 
horses have been treated in them, and their 
success has been far beyond expectation. 
There are no marble siabs, upholstered 
dressing-rooms, or bottles of scented oils in 
these horse baths. Everything is plain and 
simple, but very convenient, and admirably 
adapted for the purpose. A space about as 
large as six or eight ordinary stalls have been 
tightly inclosed in a corner near the Second 
avenue end of the building with thick board 
walls, floor and ceiling. ‘The floor is covered 
with movable slats, and under these slats are 


~~ . : 
Steam pipes by which the temperature can be 


run up to 100, 150 or 200 degrees, at the will of 
the Operator. ‘In another apartment are rows 
of gas burners tor horses requiring treatment 
with hotair. In front of two of the stalls 
are small square windows, each large enough 
fora horse to put his head through. These 
windows can be closed with board shutters, 
and they are also provided with heayy cur- 
tains, opening in the centre. When it is de- 
sirable to give~a horse a very lot bath ina 
room whose temperature must be higher than 
the horse could breathe with comfort, one of 
the windows is opened, and the horse, with 
bis body in the bath, puts his head out into 
the cool air. The curtains are then drawn 
tightly abcut his neck to prevent the heat 
from escaping, and the horse nas all the lux- 
ury of a ‘lurkish bath without the inconven- 
ience of breathing the overheated air. Horses 
requiring treatment are left in the hot bath 
from twenty minutes to an hour, and are then 
washed with tepid water and thoroughly 
scrubbed. After being groomed till he shines 
like a new seal-skin sacque, a horse on goming

In evéry 
material puint the baths are precisely similar 
to those provided for men and women, The 
horses are heated to a high point; deluged 
with cold water, thoroughly kneaded, slowly 
cooled off, and well rubbed down. The elec- 
tric bath is a very powerful one, the batteries 
being capable of giving a shock that would 
make any human bather squirm. 

Dr. Hough is enthusiastic in describing the 
results of his system of horse-baths. He tells 
of one of the best mares in the stables that 
two weeks ago had a very severe case of pneu- 
monia.

A GOOD SHOWING. 

There are scoffers who laugh at Atlanta's 
prosperity and say it is only apparent and has 
ho foundation. Now, individuals may make 
statements. without foundation, newspapers 
may make wild guesses and assessors may 
rate too high or too low, but if there is a test 
of a city’s substantial progress to be found it 
is in the tax receipts. Ina very interesting 
interview with Tax Receiver Harris, he tells 
us that he has been in office twelve years, and 
has never seen from his point of view a 
more prosperous time than the 
present. Taxes are paid promptly 
and, as he truthfully points out, our mechan- 
ics are becoming home-owners.

One thousand dollars fine or imprisonment 
for one year will not satisfy the people of 
Georgia for the shedding of the blood of a 
Georgia citizen by the man who shot him 
without warrant or cause, The case is fla- 
grant and glaring. 1tis not a case of the ‘‘old 
southern spirit,’’ as some northern paper 
says, which leads to the denunciation 
of these officials. It isa special case of injus 
tice and crime, which it is the duty of every 
honest man to cry out against. It is a case 
which deserves and demands the attention of 
Georgia's representatives in Washington, and 
we make an appeal to the members of con- 
gress who are interested in the cause of justice 
and of right for their attention to this case. 


THE WORK BEFORE CONGRESS. 

Those who think that congress will adjourn 
early in June wiil certainly be disappointed. 
The Chinese and the anti-polygamy bills are. 
it is true, out of the way, and the appropria‘’ 
tion bills are coming along about as fast as 
they generally do; but these bills are only a 
small part of the work—much of it necessary 
—that will be taken up before an adjournment 
will be agreed to. The tariffcommission bill 
alone will, if free discussion is allowed, re- 
main before the house a month longer. The 
tiuth is, the house does not give more than 
three days in a week to the consideration of 
important bills, an account of numerous as- 
signments of its time. And thereare a num- 
ber of such bills that will be pressed upon the 
attention of either house, any one of which 
wil) lead to numerous speeches. The propo- 
sitions to build anew navy, to provide for 
postal-savings banks, to regulate inter-state 
commerce, to send private claims to the court 
of claims, to extend the powers of the agri- 
cultural bureau, to prolong the life of expir- 
ing national banks—these and many others of 
equal importance are on the calendar, and 
will consume much time. It is more proba- 
ble that the heats of July will be needed to 
push on business so an an adjournment can 
be had, than that the members will unite to 
make ap adjournment in June possible. Con- 
gress could of course adjourn in June without 
detriment to the public business, but congress 
is not apt to be very precipitous in this re- 
spect. The fifteenth of July is now consider- 
ed the more probable date of getting away 
from the malaria or bad liquor of the capital. 


THE TAX ON MATCHES. 

Congress will doubtless repeal the stamp 
taxes on bank checks, matches, perfumery, 
patent medicines, etc. The high tariff people 
will also endeavor to have the taxes on bank 
capital and deposits repealed, and the taxes 
on cigars and the special taxes on licenses to 
dealers in whisky or tobacco reduced. The 
sum total of these changes would reduce the 
revenue about twenty-three millions .a year; 
and while the tariff monopolists may not be 
able to gain this extent of advantage, it is 
reasonably certain that the vexatious stamp 
taxes will be repealed, more because they are 
vexatious than because they are burdensome. 
The tax on matches at least will go. The 
history of this tax isa little remarkable. It 
was first imposed in 1864, and it has since 
yielded $40,000,000, exclusive of commissions. 
This sum was collected from an article of 
prime necessity and universal consumption. 
Every 100 matches paid the government one 
cent, and each package containing more than 


100 and less than 200 matches was taxed two 
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this source were last year $3,278,580. Six- 
sevenths of this sum passes through the hands 
of the great match monopoly of this country 
—the Diamond match company. This con- 
cern conducts its operations on the most dar- 
ing monopoly plan. It closes up weak fac- 
tories and crushes out competition wherever it 
appears. Rich and unscrupulous it hesitates 
at nothing, and its agents are now in Wash- 
ington trying to prevent a repeal or even 
modific.uon of the tax. The monopoly does 
not want free matches. It wants all the pro 
tection against poor proprietors it can get, and 
the revenue laws undoubtedly assist it in 
holding the fort. But its opposition will not 
prove effective. The tax is plainly doomed, 
and thus will pass away one of the earliest of 
internal revenue taxes.

There is uo at- 
tempt made to conceal the fact that Noah, in his 
hours of ease, used the English language witha 
rocklessness that afterwards served as the basis of 
his dictionary. Mr. Scudder has managed to pre- 
pare a very entertaining biography of a man whose 
influence in this country has been more potent 
than that of the greatest American. 

ONE OF CLEOPATRA’S NIGHTS and other Fantastic 
Romances. By ‘heophite Gautier. Faithfully

The almost passionate enthusiasm of Mr. Hearn 
for these fantastic creations of a remarkable genius

a preface, and in this preface he has dropped lan- 
guidly into that curious mode of expression which 
gives a half-humorous turn to the phrase ‘our 
sweet sunny southland.’”’ As aconsequence, some 
of the critics who have been bred to the austerity 
of the Puritan, are rather inclined to smile at Mr. 
Hearn’s high-flown remarks. The prefate, howev- 
er,is as fitting a prelude to the translations as 
could be written. It is pitched to the 
true Gautier key. The fantastic stories 
are rich in coloring, and charged with a weird vo- 
luptuousiess that is very far from creating healthy 
impressions. There is a curious lack of sobriety 
and simplicity, and the result seems to have been 
brought about by copious doses of absinthe and 
opium. Mr. Hearn makes a capital defence of this 
feature, whick is by no means peculiar to Gautier. 
He hints that immorrality should be viewed from 
the standpoint of art; and yet it would have been 
a@ sina’! thing, surely, for Mr. Hearn to remember 
that true artis immoral neither in its intentions 
nor in its suggesiions.

“The underlying trouble with the old citizen of 
the south is one of which heis entirely unconsciotis, 
‘lhe belief is general among them that they were 
over-civilized. They can give no definite idea by 
com parison of the civil zation, culture and refine- 
ment of which they bave made such proud boasts— 
they only know that they were superior to the rest 
of mankind. The old class will see nothing else, 
yet when they are compared with the rest of the 
world their over-civilization becomes a part of the 
fendal age which progressive humanity has put 
behind it. With these people it is not a petty 
prejudice, it ic a want of growth. They have 
ulways Worshipped a supposed greatness in Cal- 
houn, Crawford and Jetf Davis, and men of that 
stamp, all of whom were dwarfed by slave: y.”’ 

‘But can they go on voting the negro ?’’ I asked. 

“No. At first the negro did not think. Like a 
flash of Og epee freedom and the ballot came to 
him, and he took things as they came. He had no 
apparent occasion to think—he was at the top, and 
he would have remained in a political maze. But 
a back-set came, quick and violent, aud then he 
began to think, aud to-day he is on a progressive 
plane which Bill Arpcean never reach, for the reason 
thai he long sinc? reached the limit of his thinking 
caparity.”’ 

**But are not the people of the soyth, and espe- 
cially the old rebel clement, recognizing the ad- 
vancement which the negro is making?’’ 

‘There is no such gene:al sentiment in the south. 
There is a pretense of it, but my experience has 
shown me that the apparent betterment of the ne- 
gro is due only to the negro himself. Iam certain 
that any man who has an occasion to emp'oy a large 
amount of labor will svon discover that among the 
whites who live in the country, and nine out of ten 
of those who live in the towns are controlled by this 
sentiment—that the whites should have allsthe 
benefits which flow from the labor of the negsoes. 
They think it is right to make the negro work while 
they enjoy the fruits of his toil. Hundreds of white 
men have applied to me for emmploymen to ‘manage 
labor’—that is, to sit by and command them; but 
only two able-bodied white men have asked me to 
employ them as laborers. If Mr. Arthur 
wants to build up a  ~»party on the 
broad republican idea that every 
man in the south, without rd to color, is to have 
an equal chance, he will find that no amount of co- 
alilion movements will draw the non-progressive 
element to his new party. General Longstreet is re- 
ported to have said that there has never been a re- 
publican party in the south which any respectable 
democrat could afford to jom.

Thomas E. Mills, Assistant Distributing Clerk in the 
Atlanta Post-office Arrested on a Charge of Rob- 
bing the Mails—An Interesting Case which 
Involves a Young Man's Liberty.

Yesterday afternoon at five o’clock Thomas 
KE. Mills, assistant city distributiug clerk in 
the Atlanta post-office was arrested on a 
charge of robbing the mails. The case is an 
exceedingly interesting one, and its history 
will be read with astonishment and interest 
throughout the city. Young Mills is well 
known, having been in the _ service 
of the post-office here for several 
years. He is about nineteen years 
of age, of slender build and has a beardless 
face. He has a tolerable graceful carriage 
anda polite manner calculated to produce 
a favorable impression on a stranger who 
might chance to have business with him, He 
is a son of Mr. Frank Mills, well known as 
an attache of the post-office in the capacity of 
chief distributing clerk. Young Mills has, 
it is said, not been very particular about the 
selection of his associates and has caused his 
frfends no small amount of uneasiness by rea- 
son of the companions withwhom he has taken 
up. It is said also that he has spent money 
rather lavishly, and as his salary hag been only 
five hundred dollars a year, this fact drew the 
suspicion of apn ip Frey tohim. An ad- 
ditional piece of evidence against him is the 
fact that he has been a companion of Will 
Howard, who is now under indictment for 
robbing the mails. Numerous packages of 
merchandise and other mail matter have been 
lost, and for sometime the eye of the inspec- 
tor has been upon Mills. It was 
tirally decided that he would be 
given atest. Some days ago Captain Frey 
placed in the Atlanta post-office a test. letter 
containing twenty-five dollars—a twenty and 
afive dollar bill. Mills was shaduwed, and on 
the 30th the letter disappeared. Friday night 
Mills was seen to enter the jewelry store of 
Abe Fry, on Peachtree street, where he made 
a purchase of aring. Mr. Fry was just clos- 
ing forthe night, and the bill which Mulls 
tendered in payment was placed on the top of 
the money in the safe. Itis said that later 
in the night Mills suspected that he was 
watched, and made an effort to 
get the bill back into his  posses- 
sion, but was unsuccessful, the 
store having be@n closed for the night. At 
tive o'clock yesterday morning a watch was 
yut upon the store of Mr. Fry. At an early 
peas after the store was opened, Captain 
Frey, who has nearly the same name, but 
who is not related to the jeweler, Mr. Abe 
Fry, ‘“‘incidentally’’ passed that way. The 
two friends met by accident, of course, 
to all appearances, and without know- 
ing that he was playing into 
the hands of the inspector, Mr. Fry in- 
vited Captain Frey -into the store, the captain 
having given him one of those hearty band- 
shakings which mark his moods of exhuberant 
jovialty. Tosaythat Captain Frey accepted 
the invitation with pleastre is to put it very 
mildly. Diving into his vest pocket he drew 
out a ten and‘asked for two fives in exchange. 
The accommodating jewelry went to his safe, 
took out his money and tendered two bills 
which did not suit Captain Frey. Another 
bill was tendered which was at once identified 
as one of those used in the decoy letter, and 
was identified by Fry asthe oae paid him 
by Mills, who was” arrested in the 
post-office yesterday afternoon at five 
o'clock. He suBwitted quietly, protesting 
that the bill was sentto himin a note. He 
was taken before Commissioner W. B. Smith, 
and a temporary bond fixed at a thousand 
dollars. It developed, however, that it would 
be a difficult matter for him to secure bonds- 
men, and the bond was changed to seven 
hundred and fifty dollars, but up to a late 
hour last night he had not given the bond 
and was in the custody of the marshal. He 
was, however, being well cared for and 
suffered very little inconvenience, 
He will have a preliminary 
hearing wefore Commissioner Smith at 12 
o'clock to-morrow. The regr@t over the affair 
is very general, and much sympathy is ex- 
pressed for young Mills and his father.

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WHAT WE EAT. 


A Glance at Novelties to be Found in the Market—The 
Dainties of the Season. 

Strawberries have dropped. The rich red 

berries which a week ago were scarce at fifty 


cents a quart, are now displayed in temptin, 


luscicusness upon the fruit stands and offered 
at forty cents. The berries are fine and bright, 
and while they do not sell rapidly they give 
promise that when the crop begins 
to come in and prices are low 
enough, to put the berries within the 
reach of men other than railroad mag- 
nates and bloated bondholders, we will have a 
fruit of a most gratifying quality and in pro- 
fusion. The market is we'l supplied with 
other kinds of fruit at moderate prices. There 
is a good supply of bananas, but not so many 
as the market contained a week ago. In the 
way of dainties in vegetables there area few 
tender shoots of asparagus, raised in the gar- 
ders about suburbs, and put up .in bunches 
that sell at twelve and half cents. Some very 
pretty heads of lettuce are offered at five cents, 
Beans are scarce, but other vegetables, while 
not of fine quality, are in the 
market in larger quantities. There is a good 
supply of English peas, and some new Irish 

tatoes are offered at 12% cents a quart. 

ges are rather scarce and sell at fifteen cents. 
Housekeepers will be glad to know that the 
ice wagons will commence running to-mor- 
row, and that good artificial ice will sell at a 
cent a pound. The warm winter prevents a 
very large supply of lake ice. Lake fish are 
here in good quantities. Lake perch sell at ten 
and lake salmon sell at from ten to twelve 
and a half cents. There is the usual supply 
of red snappers and other fish that are in sea- 
son, and the prices have not varied. The 
shad season is nearly over, The game season 
closed on the last day of March and we will 
have no more quails, rabbits, venison and 
other game until next fall.

ORDINANCE. 


PASSED BY MAYOR AND GENERAL COUNCIL 
MARCH 6TH, 1882. 


Ordinance to Prevent Waste of Water by Consumers. 
SECTION 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor and Gen- 
eral Council of the City ot Atlanta, That for the 
purpose of preventing the useless waste of water 
that is now practiced generally throughout the city, 
itshall be unlawul for any person, or persons, that 
uses water from the city’s system of water works for 
closets, wash-basins, or other purposes. to allow the 
same to run longer than the ordinary, and reason- 
ably necessary use of the same may require, either 
during the day or night, except between the hours 
of 9 and llam, when snch person, or person, will 
be allowed to turn on said water for the purpose of 
flushing and cleaning their closets, sinks and other 
altachments. k 

Section 2. The bours for sprinkling with hose 
shall be as follows, to-wit: From 6 to & am, from 12 
tolpm, and from 5to7pm, and no sprinkling 
will be allowed other than the hours herein men- 
tioned 

Section 3, That any person, or persons, who shall 
allow their water closets, sinks, hose for sprinkling 
purposes, orany other attachment that they may 
ave on their tegen to run unnecessarily, ands 
other than the hours allowed, shall be subject toan 
arrest by any oflicer or member of the police force, 
and brought before the Recorder, and on convic- 
tion shall pay a fine not exceeding one hundred 
dollars and cost. or imprisoment not exceeding 
thirty days, either or both, in the discretion ef the 
court, 

Section 4, That for the purpose of carrying this 
ordinance more fully into effect. his Honor the 
Mayor shall request the police commissioners to de- 
tali one or More members of the police force at such 
times as he may deem proper, and said policemen 
may visiteach and every house using or connecting 
with said water works, and report offenders. 

Section 5. Be it further ordained, That all laws, 
or parts of laws, conflicting with this ordinance be, 
and the same is hereby, repealed.

The Last Day of Game Shooting th Georgia. 

On vesterday the season for quail shooting 
in Georgia closed by law, and from now until 
the first of October this admirable sport is 
over. -Several gentlemen—Colonel Lowndes 
Calhoun, Dr. Chapman, Captain Gray, Dr. 
Owens and other—took advantage of the last 
day and went out for a final hunt. Despite 
the warm weather the season has not been a 
successful one. Mr.Willie Venable, who is 
perhaps the best authority on quail shooting, 
ot There are just as many birds as ever, but 
the drought of the last summer left the fields 
with very little cover, and_ birds will not go 
into the fields unless there is sufficient cover 
under which to hide. In consequence of this 
it has been rather hard to find them.”

ries Iam satisfied that there are’more 
birds in the country now than there were sev- 
eral years ago. Judicious shooting, that is 
shooting within proper seasons and under 
sportsmanlike regulations, does good instead 
of harm.

THE LIQUOR DEALERS. 
A Short Talk with Ordinary Calhoun about Regis- 
tration. 


“How many liquor dealers have registered 
with you under the new law?” asked a Con- 
STITUTION reporter of Ordinary Calhoun yes- 
terday. 

“There are just ninety-nine who have reg- 
istered,’’ replied Mr. Calhoun. 

‘To-day is the first day is it not?” querried 
the reporter. 

“it is. : The law went into et 
fect to-day, and those dealers who 
have continued business to-day have vio- 
lated the law and are subject to the penal- 
ties.”’ 

‘What does the law require?” 

“The law is very explicit and requires that 
on and after to-day every dealer in spirituous 
or malt liquors or intoxicating bitters, beer 
and everything of the kind shall register in 
the office of the ordinary and shall pay the 
tax required by law before commencing busi- 
ness,”’ | 

‘Does that include druggists?’ 

“It does.”’ iv 

‘How much is the registration fee?” 

‘One dollar.’’ 

“And the tax is twenty-five?” 

**Yes,”’ > 

‘“Ifow many do you think have failed to 
register?” 

‘I think that there must be at least a hun- 
dred and fifty persons in the county who are 
required to register. My idea was that it 
would go to two hundred.” 

“If these persons open up business to-mor- 
row it will be a clear vivlation of law, will it 
not?”

The Beautiful Easter Cards Which Have Been Pre- 
pared for the Coming Festivals. 

The windows of the book stores have been 
filled for weeks with the most beautiful Eas- 
ter cards and great preparation has been made 
on every hand for a proper observance of the 
occasion. The cards this year are more 
than usually’ beautiful and artistic. 
Some of them are new designs, and 
many of them are quite expensive. The most 
expensive is a fifty-dollar card, which is a 
white satin cross four feet high, with the werd 
‘Easter’? on the cross; which has been sold to 
a prominent citizen. There are countless 
numbers of fringed cards, which have been 
selling rapidly at prices which varied from 20 
cents toa dollar anda half. In thisclass of 
goods the German and English have been 
more popular than the American. The larger 
cards in satin sell easily at fromfthree to tive 
dollars, There are a_ few specimens 
of the work of Atlanta ladies in 
hand-painted plaques and tiles which 
sell at from four to six dollars. Two attrac- 
tive cards are Praug’s ‘Sun of Righteous- 
ness’ and ‘‘The New Jerusalem.”’ They sell 
at two and four dollars according to style. 
The most popular card is covered with eider 
down and has a painted Easter egg in the 
center, There fre pretty little nests with 
blue bird’s eggs and ducks and chickens are 
tucked snugl¥ away in baskets and nests of 
satin and plush. There are hand embroid- 
ered cards with bouquets of flowers, and ‘‘:es- 
thetic’? specimens where an awkward look- 
ing sunflower is worked in zephyr, but these 
have not sold well. A very’ pop 
ular thing is a luminous _ cross, 
which is simply a cross in pasteboard, 
which is painted in luminous paints, accord- 
ing to the taste of the purchaser. One house 
in Atlanta had a stock of $500 worth of cards, 
and as they have been selling easily, it is fair 
to suppose that up to this time the sale of 
cards at all the book stores has amounted to 
not less than fifteen hundred dollars. There 
is still another week tu goon and there can 
be no doubt that the sales will far exceed 
those of any year heretofore. The cards, too, 
are far more artistic, and finer ones are more 
lagerly sought for than any other class. 


The Prospective Park. 

Complacent condescension in the acceptance 
of favors denotes the bon ton of American 
aristocracy,a la imperial Ulysses and St. Abra- 
ham’s thriftless widow. Will Atlanta, the 
aspiring aristocrat of southern cities, compli- 
antly accept as a favor to the donors all that 
is offered in the way of a park, though the 
gracious gift should hereafter assume the 
huge proportions of all unwieldiy elephant? 

What did Oglethorpe park cost Atlanta, 
and what did she realize for the same? If 
our recollection is correct something like 
$100,000 was paid H. I. Kimball for the first 
improvements thereon, and the cost accumu- 
lated with gach successive year, and yet the 
city, Gudhand like, with inconsiderate and 
boastful haste, disposed of the premises at 
$15,000—the horse exchanged for a goose—and 
we citizens. like the advising wife, expected 
to applaud the financial triumph! 

If the citv has a park, let the location justi- 
fy the improvements. The beautiful, desira- 
ble forest that Colonel Grant offers, seems an 
unknown region to most of the writers. They 
talk in disgust of the proximity of the ceme- 
tery, the hospital, the sewer-branches, etc., 
delusively fighting the air, as all these repul- 
sive adjuncts are foreign to this primeval 
woodland, where glide silvery streams from 
limpid fountains of crystal water. To con- 
vert these sylvan bowers and sunny glades, 
gemmed wrth countless varieties of sweet 
wild- wood flowers, into a city's dusty streets, 
appears like desecration to a lover of roman- 
tic nature, and they seem to have been re- 
served, by an appreciative owner, for the es- 
thetic purpose of adorning Atlanta’s park. 

If Messrs. James’s or DeGive’s offer is accept- 
ed, the enhanced valuation of surrounding 

roperty will not increase the city’s revenue, 
yut every improvement will be dead capital, 
impoverishing our people by “penny wise 
— pound foolish’’ policy; whereas, Colonel 
Grant’s land, lying mostly in the corporation, 
will bountifully repay the enriched city for 
every expenditure. Besides, being so much 
more central it would be accessible by walk- 
ing to a majority of the citizens, without the 
declining sun blinding their eyes, as it would 
in a stroll westward at evening’s leisure hour. 
This injurious annoyance alone should decide 
against West End; but a still more serrous 
objection is the continuous line of railway, 
as unattended ladies could not drive thither, 
and groups of romping children would be in 
constant peril. ow inharmonious to the 
restful scenery befitting a park, where the 
city denizen, weary of noise and strife, seeks 
recreation in the quiet charms of reposeful 
nature, would be the dust and heat of screech- 
ing engines! What an elysium this perilous, 
noisy park would be to convalescing 1n valids, 
nervous mothers, that seem to suffer most the 
ills of life.

Other gentlemen of the party made their 
“sharp criticisms,” and the reporter swiftly 
published their sayings with the tac#indorse- 
ment of the Post-Appeal. At a meeting of 
the city council, held on the evening of the 
same day, Mr. DeGive addressed that body on 
the subject of a park, and made, in substance, 
the same damaging statements in reference to 
my property as those published in the Post- 
Appeal; and enlarged thereon and added 
thereto, until, to use his own expression, bis 
“English failed.” One of the added state- 
ments was to the effect that all the sewerage 
and drainage south of the Georgia railroad, 
between Whitehall street and the cemetery, 
passed through the tract in question. Another 
gave the geological formation on which the 
city is located, as such that all the water issu: 
ing from my land must be impure from the 
result of city filtration. 

The foregoing statement, without exception, 
in all material points, are untrue: 

1. The land I offered to sell to the city 
for a park is not ‘‘adjoining’ the cemetery. 
There is a space of 2,400 feet (nearly a half 
mile) between itand thecemetery. The tract 
is conveniently reached by a number of 
streets crossing Washington and McDonough 
without passing in sight of the cemetery. 

’. The ‘offal of the city has not been hauled 
on to it.’’ 

3. There are no ‘‘dead animals” on it to the 
best of my knowledge. 

4, Of “human excrement’ there is the 
quantity incident to a tenancy and no more. 

5. There is no “‘small-pox pest house”’ on or 
near the property, nor has there been one in 
that direction for the past ten years. 

G. No portion of the sewerage and drainage, 
between Whitehall street and the cemetery, 
‘‘passes through’’ or near the property. 

7. The ‘‘geological’’ theory is simply ab- 
surd. If it were true there would be no 
springs on the north side of the ridge on 
which the main portion of the city is located.

FREE AS THE WIND. 


Bolton, Freeland and Miller at Liberty once More. 

Only a small ¢rowd gathered in the district 
court room yesterday to hear the decision of 
Commissioner Smith in the case of the state 
against Bolton, Freeland and Miller, who had 
been given a preliminary hearing on a charge 
af murdering old man Hicks. When the 
court was opened, Judge Smith arose and 
said that he had an abstract of the evidence 
and the diagram, and continuing, said: 

‘IT have the parties before me, and I must 
say that, in my experience as a commissioner 
for more than fifteen years, I have never had 
a case more thoroughly investigated that this 
has been, both for the prosecution and the de- 
fense. It has not been a labored or tedious 
investigation, but it has been a thorough in- 
vestigation. Thecounsel on both sides have 
done their duty ably, the witnesses have 
been sworn and I suppose they have done 
their duty. It be‘iooves the court therefore 
to pronounce what is considered the duty of 
the court. ! have never had a case of this 
kind before me as acommiissioner, as a justice 
of the peace I have investigated a great many 
but none exactly the character of this. I am 
here as a commissioner to examine this case 
notof my own choice. I knew nothing 
about my being designated until I saw it 
published. ButIam not inclined to shirk 
my duty, and hencel have heard this case. 
So far na: Ss am concerned, [ 
cannot conceive from the testimony how, if 
Mr. Bolton was on the premises, as it was 
proven and as I have no doubt he was, and 
upon a lawful errand and was discharging a 
duty that he had as much right to discharge 
as 1 have to be here, I say he was there in the 
discharge of his duty. It is not proven that 
Mr. Bolton instructed any of his posse to 
shoot, or to kill, or to take the life of any in- 
dividual who might be there, but on the con- 
trary the evidence shows that he endeavored 
to avoid it, and sending a man around on 
the opposite side of the house was not proven 
to be tor the purpose of killing anybody. But 
it was to prevent the escape. of the 
accused whose arrest they sought. 
but he, as well as the 
balance, were deceived in theirman. They 
expected aman who would endeavor to es- 
cape, but instead of finding a man that ran, 
they founda man that fought. That death 
has ensued from a mortal wound is unfortu- 
nate, but with the evidence before me I can- 
not hold R. D. Bolton to account for it. It 
any member of the posse did tramSeend his 
authority he could not avoid it. He was not 
in reach of them. He hollered at them to 
surrender, but they did not doit. He had 
authoriry, and all he wanted was peaceable 
submission. As to the excitements that seem- 
ed to be very high, and shooting and stoning 
became the order of the affray. In it the 
man fell. JI shall require Mr Freeland 
and Mr. Miller to give bond for their appear- 
ance atthe May term of the United States 
court, which is an adjourned term, and I 
shail exact of them bonds. I discharge Mr. 
Bolton. I have no grounds to retain him. | 
There is not sufficient probability of his guilt. 
I shall require no bond of him. I will hoid 
Mr. Freeland and Mr. Miller under the code 
or the several sections of the code relating to 
manslaughter. It is true that Freeland could 
not commit murder under the circumstances. 
It is not very decidedly proven that he killed 
the man. If he killed him in the melee 
and had ae right to ~be_ there as 
Mr. Hick’s had, he had equal rights 
with him, and if he killed him, probably 
having the advantage of weapons, a could 
not be held for murder under the code o* 
Georgia. Under the laws of our own blessed 
state, in which I have been born, as well as 
has Mr. Bolton, is prescribed what shall con- 
stitute manslaughter, voluntary and invol- 
untary. Mr. Freeland and Mr. Miller may be 
held to account for manslaughter.” 

The commissioner then ordered that they 
be put under bond to answer for a viola- 
tion of section 4329 of the code, which is pun- 
ishable as prescribed in section 4310, which is 
not more than $1,000 fine nor more than six 
months imprisonment nor more. than 
twelve months on the public works, one or 
all, in the discretion of the court. The charge 
against them, plainly stated, isthe commis- 
sion of the crime while inthe discharge of 
their duty, and without due caution and cir- 
cuimspection. Freeland’s bond was put at 
$400 and Miller’s at $300. Collector Clark 
went on the bonds, and to-day Bolton, Free- 
land and Millerare at liberty.

Now that these disabilities are removed, ‘he 
several existence and separate property of the wife 
is recognized, and her Capacity to take and huld as 
her own giftin good faith and fairly made to her by 
her husband es ablished, it seems to the court time 
toclothe her right with the natural and proper 
attributes, and apply toa giftto her, although made 
by her husband, the general rules of the law un- 
modified and unimpaired by old disabilities of the 
murriage relation.
